etery. Around the open grave at the 
last moment stood with bowed heads 
the President and Vice-President

members of the present Cabinet and 
.men who had in former days served 
•with the late Secretary in the official 
.-family of President McKinley. There 


were many others who willingly would 
'have paid a tribute of honor and re- 
spect to Mr. Hay, but it was the wish 
of his family tat the funeral should 
be conducted for John Hay, the man 
they knew and loved in private life, 
and not for the brilliant premier whose 
name is honored tvherever clean and 
successful statesmanship is esteemed 
among men.

All'idea of'trying to sink the Kniaz Potemkine has now 
been abandoned by the Admiralty,'as,a report from the authorities 
of Theodosia shows there are dissentions among the mutineers, a por- • 
tion of the crew favoring surrender.'

The members of the Cabinet form- 
ed in ,two. lines..outside the floor and. 
the casket was<:borne' between them 
and placed- in the hearse. The honor- 
ary pallbearers then .formed a line, in 
advance of the hearse, and those of 
the family followed. 


A few sharp words ,; of 
command, 


scurrying'and trampling of hoofs and 
•the cavalry wheeled into column and 
passed to the 'front of the 
cortege. 


There was no delay and the cavalry, 
moving 
at 
a 
quick . 'trot, passed 


straight south to Euclid Avenue, and 
then due east to the cemetery five 
miles away. 


The drive to the cemetery occupied1 


the greater part of-an hour, and it 
was almost 12 o'clock when the caval- 
ry swept under the arched 
gateway 


and halted at the side of Wade Chapel. 
Forming a line on one >slde 'of the 
roadway, the horsemen stood with pre- 
sented sabres while the casket was 
carried into the little chapel, followed 
by' the family and the President and 
the members ol the Cabinet. The ser- 
vices were strictly private, and, in- 
deed, the chapel* is so small that it 
was difficult for all the 
accredited 


persons to find room within its walls. 


The services were sirrple In the ex- 


treme. A hymn, Tennyson's "Cross- 
ing the Bar," was rendered by a male 
quartet. 
A passage from the scrip- 


tures was read by Rev. H. C. Hayden, 
pastor emeritus 
of 
the 
Old Stone 


Church. 
This was followed by an- 


other hymn. 


•This was followed by another hymn, 


"The Saints From .Whom Their La- 
bors Rest," and a prayer from Dr. 
Hayden brought 
the 
services to a 


close. The casket was then borne once 
more to the, hearse, the members of 
the funeral party entered their car- 
riages and the cortege passed up the 
hill toward the final resting place of 
the dead Secretary. 


The members of the family gathered 


at the far side of the grave, opposite 
to the line of distinguished mourners. 
President Roosevelt stood at. the end 
of the line, close to the open grave. 
For hal£ of its depth the sides .of the 
grave has been lined with brick laid 
in cement, and the casket was slowly 
lowered while the trembling voice of 
the aged pastor pronounced the words, 
"Earth to earth, dust to dust, ashes 
to ashes," and then when the casket 
was laid where it will rest for all time 
ha raised his voice in prayer for the 
soul that had departed and for comfort 
of the bereaved who remained. 
The 


pronouncing 
of 
the 
benediction 


brought the services to a close. 


President Roosevelt stepped forward 


to speak a few words to Mrs. Hay and 
then .walked quietly to his 
carriage 


which bore him directly to the Penn- 
sylvania depot. 


The grave .and the balance of the 


Hay family lot were fairly covered 
with flowers. A few of the tributes 
were as follows:

12 o'clock, the interment being at noon. 


When, at 9 o'clock, the special train 


carrying President Roosevelt and the 
members of his Cabinet, arrived at the 
depot of the Pennsylvania roafl, a re- 
ception committee composed of mem- 
bers of the Chamber o£ Commerce, 
headed by President Ambrose Swazy, 
was in waiting, and as the train stop- 
ped Mr. Swazy entered the President's 
car and greeted him. The other mem- 
bers of .the reception committee were 
then presented to the President and 
"the members o£ the Cabinet. A short 
conversation ensued between President 
Roosevelt and Mr. Swazy relative to 
the arrangements which 
had been 


made for the reception of the Presi- 
dential party, and then the President 
with a quick nod of the head, signified 
that he understood, and walked to- 
ward his carriage accompany by Mr. 
Swazy. As soon as they, had . taken 
'their seats the members of the Cabi- 


: net and reception committee entered 
other carriages and headed by Troop 
,A, the procession of carriages moved 
off at a smart trot for the Chamber of 
Commerce, two miles away, where the 
body of Mr. Hay lay in state.

was the President's stenographer, M.-

tary/ William Loeb Jr., and Dr. Rlx- 
ey, surgeon-general o£ the navy. 


An enormous crowd had gathered in 


front of the Chamber of Commerce to 
see the coming of the President and a 
strong'detail of police was necessary 
to. keep them in line. Side .by side 
with Mr. Swazy,'and followed by Vice- 
President Fairbanks and; tha members 
of the Cabinet and reception commit- 
tee the President passed slowly along 
the hall toward the door of the audi- 
torium; in which .the body lay. The 
sentries on guard at the door fell back 
with presented arms and giving them 
ciuicK nervous salute, the 
President 


entered and stood by the casket. The 
members 
of 
the Presidential party 


followed and when all had entered the 
doors were swung and the resentries 
resmued their guard once more. 


It was the expressed wish of Mrs. 


Hay that the President should be al- 
lowed to see the tace of his ^secretary 
again, if he so desired. When1 the mat- 
ter was mentioned to the President he 
declined to disturb the existing 'ar- 
rangement in the slightest degree, and 
the casket was not opened, 
. 


There was a brief 
pause 
during 


which the President'and members, of 
the Cabinet stepped forward to pay 
their respects to Mrs. Hay as shn en- 
tered' the-auditorium from an ante- 
room, and then .all was ready for the 
departure from the hall.

arranged themselves in advance of the 
bier and the six 
non-comrnlssloried 


officers of-"Troop A took their-places 
at the side of the casket. When the

BUFFALO SHOOTING. 


In the wilds of northern 
Australia 


are herds of buffalo which are hunted 
and killed in great numbers, as were 
tile bison on the American 
plains a 


third of a century ago. An Australian 
hunter says: "Only on one occasion 
did we have a buffalo turn on us, but 
before he came too close a bullet re- 
minded him of an engagement else- 
where. 
The hunters and the natives 


with them have at times experienced 
some bad falls with the buffalo, and in 
several instances they have been gored. 
Some miraculous escapes have occur- 
red. When the 
hunters 
have 
been 


down and the beasts have been trying 
to get at them wth their horns, they 
have crept out, and catching hold of 
the 
horns, 
have 
vaulted 
over 


t;ie 
backs 
of 
the 
animals and 


escaped. 
The 
possibility 
of 
this 


can be realised when one understands 
the size of some of the horns. I have 
a pair just six feet across, and I have 
seen a pair measure nine feet. 


"One of the shooters, Paddy Cahill, 


h£.d a splendidly trained horse which 
he used in his hunting; in fact, the 
horse pretty well did the work. 
As 


soon as a mob of buffalo were sighted 
the horse, as a matter of course, gal- 
loped alongside while his master at- 
tended his particular part of the game. 
Forty- five in one day is, I think, suffi- 
cient proof that rider and horse under- 
stood the business thoroughly. When 
the shooting for the day was finished 
the horse of its own accord would 
proceed 
to each carcass and stand 


there until 
the 
skinning operations 


were finished. 


"One day the master of the craft 


trading between the 'buffalo shooters 
and Darwin went with the hunters to 
have a look at the fun. So surprised 
was he at the 
performance 
of the 


horse that he said, 'Say Paddy, why 
don't you give the horse a knife and 
let him skin the beasts?' Another ac- 
complishment of the horse was the 
manner in which he would at a word 
from his master chase objectionable 
natives out of the camp."

Waddon, which spent a few hours In this 
harbor yesterday, among the war vessels 
flying the Japanese flag at the recent fa- 
mous battle of the Sea of Japan was at 
least one torpedo-boaot destroyer which 
not long ago sailed under the flag of the 
Czar.

The Waddon .came here from Sasebo 
by way o.f Puget Sound. She was at the 
Japanese naval base delivering 7000 tons 
of Cardiff coal for the: Japanese govern- 
ment. In the harbor were several Rus- 
sian war vessels captured at Port Arthur, 
among them a battleship, a big four-stack 
cruiser and several smaller vessels. Little 
brown mechanics were at work on all the 
prizes, repairing with all possible, haste 
the damage done by Japanese shells, 
Among the vessels captured at .Port 
Arthur was a torpedo-boat 
destroyer. 
This valuable little souvenir was given a 
trial trip during the Waddon's stay at 
Sasebo and she proved a hummer and 
just as good as new. Before the Waddon 
sailed, the former Russian torpedo-boat 
destroyer had been placed in commission 
and was1 ready to join Togo's mosquito 
fleet. 
The "Waddon left Sasebo June S, and 
the day after leaving sighted four Rus- 
sian cruisers.

That the city of Oakland Is in a pros- 


perous condition Is evidenced by the fact 
that there are but few pieces of propr 
erty which have been sold to the city 
for delinquent taxes. 
In all 590 pieces, 


aggregating in delinquent taxes $4,081.20, 
wore sold. More than 50 per cent of this 
number is in the outside school district 
and is due to the fact that the property 
owners were unaware that a school tax 
had been tmnosed on them. 


Last year there were 566 pieces of 


property sold for delinquent taxes, but 
as the school tax was not attached the 
number this year is practically less by 
nearly 200 than last year. This showing 
is extremely gratifying to City Treasurer 
Bates, who says that prosperity in the 
city Is unprecedented.

SECRETARY OF WAR TAFT PLANS 


TO FURTHER ISLAND 


DEVELOPMENT. 


Tells of His Plans For Their Future Pros- 


perity—Me is Also Interested in 


Construction of Railroads. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July' 5.—Secie-, 


tary of War William H. Taft is quite 
well acquainted with San Francisco 
and San Francisco people; and-he says 
he likes the, town and the people bet- 
ter every time he comes. Of course, 
Mr. Taft has never made a long stay 
here. He will see more of the-city this 
time than ever before. 


Although the Secretary's mind 
at 


this time is engrossed 
chiefly 
with 


matters relating- to -the Philippines, he 
has found time to consider and talk- 
about some .other. matters, those of 
principal Interest to California being 
the bridging of the Carquinez Straits 
and Chinese exclusion question. 


Beyond the statement, that he does 


not expect to be the successor of John 
Hay as Secretary of State, Mr. Taft 
eschews the discussion of topics Uwt 
might be regarded as of a political na- 
ture. 


"I have been instructed to go .on to 


the Philippines." he said this morning, 
""and I am devoting my thought chief- 
ly to the questions that will command 
my attention there. I do not want to 
talk politics while on this trip—and," 
he added, with a good natured bat 
significant smile, "1 don't intend to."

tary to Benicia yesterday one .import-

The Straits of Carquinez -will, 


be bridged, for Mr. Taft approves of 
the project.

"I understand that my attitude has 


created considerable comment here in 
California and that/the labor' union 
have been very much agitated. Never- 
theless, I -have not changed by views. 
I believe that the ill-treatment of IJie 
merchant and student class of Chinese 
at this time, when under the law they 
are entitled to come, would operate 
very much to the disadvantage of the 
laboring men of San Francisco and 
California. 
San Francisco is a great 


port and depends in a large measure 
for her prosperity upon the trade witli 
China and' the Orient. If the trade of 
China is lost to us, labor will receive 
a set-back that perhaps many of those 
who have sincerely opposed my views 
do not realize. We must not lose the 
Chinese trade. As-I have said before, 
I do not stand for the admission of 
coolies, and I believe my view will 
finally come to be the view of the la- 
bor unions as well as the people at 
large of California. 


"The coolie exclusion principle ap- 


plied to the Philippines Is a good one. 
as we desire that the Philippines shall 
be developed agriculturally by and for 
the Filipinos. 
It is the desire that 


white labor should also develop and 
reap the benefits of development in 
our own country." 


Such 
was the firm, unequivocal 


statement of the .Secretary on the Chi- 
nese question. 
When the matter of 


the exclusion .of Japanese and Koreans 
was broached he excused himself from 
taking up a discussion of it, declaring 
that while he had talked of the Chi- 
nese matter, he preferred not to go too 
far outside the scope of his mission,

Booker Washington's flistake 


Booker Washington has made a rrfistake in lifting up his voice in 


'favor of Chinese immigration. The controversy relating to the Chi- 
nese question is one that he would do better not to participate in. The 
status of the Chinese in the United States is no wise analogous to the 
status of the negroes, and surely Dr. Washington has a task on his 


-- hands large enough to keep him busy without going out of his way to 


arouse new antagonisms. 


The negroes were brought here and sold into slavery against their 


will. It is mainly because tneir presence here is involuntary and that 
they have suffered the deepest wrong a people can suffer, that there :s 
such a widespread sympathy for them and such a universal desire for 
their moral elevation and their complete political enfranchisement. 
If negroes were pouring into this country from Africa by shipload 
every week the situation would be different. 
The 
whole country 


"would protest, and there would be a speedy revulsion of popular senti- 
ment in regard to the negro 
An agitation would spring into Hfe that 


would be injurious to the negroes already here, and the race question 
would take on a new phase. 


Dr. Washington should let the Chinese work out their own salva- 


tion. They have no claim on either the whites or the blacks of Amer- 
ica, and their presence here in any considerable number disturbs the 
industrial and political equilibrium. Furthermore, Dr. Washington 
cannot help his own people or be of much service to^the Chinese by 
advocating immigration. 
By doing so he is treading on delicate 


ground, for he will antagonize people who have hitherto wished him 
Godspeed in his work and promote a revival of the dying prejudice 
against his race. 


There is an amusing discrepancy between the official reports of 


'Oyama and Linevitch. Indeed, the reports are irreconcilable as state- 
ments of. fact. For instance, Oyama reports two engagements on 
July ist, in both of which the Japanese were victorious, routing the 
Russians with comparatively heavy loss 
Linevitch reports one en- 


gagement on July ist, in which he says the Japanese suffered the loss 
of an entire battalion and were chased thirteen miles. He makes no 
mention of any reverses, and Oyama is equally silent regarding the 
'destruction of one of his battalions. It is impossible to draw any 
conclusion'from these conflicting accounts. However, Japanese offi- 
cial reports have proved to be reasonably trustworthy in the past, 
•while Russian reports have been the reverse. 


A Gratifying Improvement 


The repeated warnings of the press have not been without their 


effect. The accidents, fires and casualties resulting from indiscrim- 
inate and unregulated use of explosives on the Fourth of July report- 
ed in the press are comparatively few in number this year. Indeed the 
lack og fatalities and other mishaps is so marked as to excite pleased 
surprise. The result must be largely ascribed to the campaign of educa- 
tion inaugurated by the newspapers a few years ago. Public officials 
have been spurred up to adopting more effective precautions, parents 
have been made more careful, and young men have been taught to be 
more circumspect. 


Still there is much yet for the public to learn about celebrating our 


national anniversary. The use of explosives in the streets is still 
tolerated to a reprehensible degree. 
The practice of throwing fire- 


crackers and paper bombs under the feet of passing horses continues 
practically unchecked, neither parents nor officials taking much notice 
of it. Needless to say it is a dangerous one, for it may precipitate a 
runaway at any time when the streets are full of vehicles and crowded 
with women and children. 


The craze for burning powder on the Fourth of July is a bar- 


barous one anyhow. It is senseless and expensive, aside from its dan- 
gers and the hideous din it creates. It places the American people on 
a level with the primitive savage. Happily popular sentiment is re- 
-volting against it, and it is to be hoped that in a few years the carnival 
of noise will be superseded by some more rational mode of testifying 
to public appreciation of the significance of Independr -,T T>^. 


A Tonic For Americans. 


Citizens of Oakland can take a just pride in the manner in which 


Independence Day was celebrated in tbis city. The celebration was 
in every way worthy of the occasion and of the city. Perhaps no 
feature of the exercises deserves more thoughtful attention than the 
address of Hon. Samuel M. Shortndge. Mr. Sh'ortridge is always a 


" captivating speaker, but he is at his best in discussing patriotic themes. 


His effort yesterday was marked with his usual grace and poetic 
imagery, but aside from these arts of the finished orator it sounded a 
higher note than is usually heard in Fourth of July speeches. In a 
single paragtaph he stated the conditions which today, after the ex- 
periment inaugurated one hundred and twenty-nine years ago has had 
time for ample demonstration, justify the scheme of government 
instituted on the theory that the people -should govern themselves. 
In this sentence is marshaled an array of facts which speak for them- 
selves and appeal to the judgment of enlightened men the world over. 
Especially do they appeal to trie judgment (and the pride) of the 
citizen who hears the wisdom of the fathers impeached by a school 
of neurotic writers and pedants who, harking in sympathy to the class 
distinctions and monarchical institutions of the Old World, affirm the 
Declaration of Independence to be an outworn campaign document 
and the system of popular government founded on it a failure. This 
paragraph, reproduced here, is worthy of candid and exultant exam- 
ination : 


"You who sneer at our institutions and call us a nation of boasters; 


you who say, v\ith Macaulay, that our Constitution is all sail and no 
ballast ,and our vaunted liberty the unbridled license of a mob; you 
who magnify present ills and forget our irany blessings, can you show 
us a land \vhere there is more political equality, more comfort and 
happiness among the people, more justice dispensed and more char- 
ity bestowed' Can you point to a nation where labor receives a bet- 
ter reward or higher honor; where there is more toleration, more 
freedom of conscience, more liberty to think, to speak, to act, more 
protection to life and property? You of my own land, you pessimis- 
tic philosophers, doubting the present and distrusting the future; you 
inflamed and bewildered toilers, the dupes of demagogues and de- 
signing reformers, can you think of the deeds of Washington and Jef- 
ferson, the labors of Webster. Clay and Calhoun, the greatness of Lin- 
coln and Grant, and the doings of countless unnamed patriots without 
feeling ashamed that you have even in thought doubted the future of 
the Republic?" 


It is wholesome to have such things said on occasion. In some 


instances we have fashioned our tools indifferently to the task in hand, 
but in spite of faulty machinery the results achieved more than vin 
'tfcate the wisdom of the men who laid the foundations of the political 
jfabric of the American Union. Mr. Shortridge could not have said a 
^ better thing, and we know of no man in the State who could have 


said a good thing better.

Bank of Milwaukee were in favor, of compounding and hushing up the 
gigantic embezzlement of Bigelow, Influence and self interest too 
o'ften combine to cheat the law and hold the facts back from the pub- 
lic. 


What the Fourth of July Means. 


Some Fourth of July orators lose sight of the facts of American 


history in dealing with the theme of national independence and gov- 
ernment by the people on these shores. They appear to think we are 
still fighting poor old King George and bucking Lord North's Stamp 
Act. The Declaration of Independence means vastly more than the 
political separation of the Colonies from Great Britain. It gave certain 
specific reasons which impelled the American people to the separation, 
but its preamble set up a principle of universal application. It de- 
clared that every people had a right "to institute and direct their own 
government. King George was but an incident, our political connec- 
tian with Great Britain a mere episode. Besides, there is little point 
in talking about King George and the Stamp Act out here. 
Much 


more than half the present area of the United States was never under 
the dominion of the King of England. 
Much more than half the 


population of the Republic is descended fron^people who came here 
after Jefferson's famous thesis was made the charter of our national 
liberties. When the Continental Congress adopted the Declaration 
drawn up by Jefferson, Alaska, Florida, parts of Mississippi and 
Alabama and all the territory west of the Mississippi river were under 
the flags of other European countries. 
We bought Florida from 


Spain, the Louisana Territory from France, a strip on the southern 
border of New Mexico and Arizona from Mexico, and Alaska from 
Russia. California, Nevada, Colorado, Utah and the greater part of 
New Mexico and Arizona were the spoil of the war resulting from the 
annexation of Texas. Our forefathers did more than revolt against 
the tyranny of King George in 1776. They revolted against the kingly 
prerogative in every form, against foreign dominion and against class 
privilege and government by caste. Other nations have thrown off 
foreign yokes only to set up domestic tyrannies, but in this country we 
did more than throw off the foreign yoke. We inaugurated a reign of 
the people and apotheosized in our organic law the citizen as the 
sovereign.

one divorced and the other unheard of 
In years. 


Misa Bessie S. Dolan, a woman of 


forty-sis, Is the companion of Miss 
Garfleld. 
She, Miss Garfield and the 


'dead man's two sisters and a niece d1- 
ylde the estate. Miss Garfleld, who la 
said to be a relative of the late Pres- 
ident Garfleld, said yesterday when 
•told that the will had caused mush 
eoment: 
' "There Is nothing strange about It. 
I am a cousin of Mr. Shipherd, and 
have acted as his confidential secre- 
tary for the past fifteen years. During 
most of that time Mrs. Fitch, his sister, 
lived here in the house .also. 
Miss 


Dolan has been here for five years as 
housekeeper, and as Mr. Shipherd was 
kind to us, we cared for him, looking' 
out for his comfort and nursing him 
•when he was ill. It was but natural 
that he should remember those about 
him. 


To his first wife he left a life insur- 


ance of $5000, even though he was di- 
vorced from her. His sons he provid- 
ed for some time before his death. His 
second wife deserted him and disap- 
peared.

It -was his Intention, often expressed, 


to change the will which has now 
been filed for probate, but there was 
no thought that death was near and fte 
delayed until it waa too late. 


"His estate is not large, and the 


amounts mentioned In the will are 
way above what it will amount to. J 
have heard absolutely of no talk of a 
contest. 
Mr, Shipherd's sons have

been here since his death, and if they 
had thought of contesting the will 
they would have said so." 


Mr. Shipherd's three sons are Her- 


bert H., in business in New York; 
Theodore M., a minister, who lives at 
No. 88 Broad street, Newark, and Hen- 
ry R., of Harvard University. The 
first Mrs. Shipierd, mother of the 
three men, lives with her son In New- 


man who lived in Richmond Hill. " I 
packed up my things and .left the next 
morning.

"Un- 
der no circumstances will I contest It. 
I have received $1800 on a life Insur- 
ance policy since his death and know 
that there is another policy in my fa- 
vor in existence, but have heard noth- 
ing of it. 


"When I first knew Mr. Shipherfl he 


was a young preacher and lived in 
Pulaski, Oswego county, New York. 
We were married in 1856. A few years 
after our marriage Mr. Shipherd pare 
up the ministry to go into business, 
believing he was better fitted for that 
field of life. 


"We moved to Richmond Hill some 


thirty years ago. After we had lived 
there several years he told me one day 
that he desired to marry another wo- 


He was often in the public eye and 


was a friend 
of the late James O, 


Blaine. At one time he had a spirited 
controversy with General Benjamin F. 
Tracy, growing out • of a Honduras 
company. At one time he schemed to 
have Peru placed under the protector- 
ate of the United States. His schemes 
always dealt in millions of dollars, and 
while he made a great deal of money, 
he spent it freely and sunk it in the 
schemes for millions which never- ma- 
terialized. 


He was still active up to the time cf 


his fatal illness. Miss Garfield .and 
Miss Dolan were always very attentive 
to him, and it was freely predicted that 
there would be a contest and sensa- 
tional developments.

OPAL GLASS. 


A new use has been found for the 


mineral called fluorspar in the manu- 
facture of a very beautiful kind o£ 
glass. The substance is added to the 
quartz mixture, and produces an ex- 
quisite play of opalescent color. 
* 


The color is due to hydrofluoric acid, 


which enters into the composition of 
the fluorspar, the latter 
being in 


chemical parlance, a fluorite of calci- 
um. Glass thus made is utilized for 
lamp shades, water pitchers, flower 
jars and all sorts of ornamental pur- 
poses. 


The opalescence, often very brilliant, 


of ancient articles of glass, such as 
those which have been dug up on the 
Island of Cyprus, is due not to any 
chemical ingredient, but to 'a decay, of 
the material, which, owing to 
this 


cause, 
has assumed a 
laminated 


structure, being split up. into a series 
of layers. These layers break up the 
light rays and 'in this way give pris- 
matic effects. 


A few years ago a well-known am- 


ateur in such matters, greatly admir- 
ing the opalescent effect In antique 
glass, set out to -imitate it, and, after 
many experiments, produced what Is 
now called Favrile ware. This ware 
has a gorgeous irridescence, . its hues 
being sometimes metallic and -some- 
times counterfeiting mother of pearl. 
No two pieces are alike In color, each 
one being made separately, and the 
glass is so costly that one has to pay 
$10 for a single tumbler.

BABE FALLS INTO TUB 


OP SCALDING WATER 


Portuguese Parents Keep Burned In- 


fant at Home for Three Days, 


While it Lingers in Agony. 


BERKELEY, July 5.—Its flesh al- 


most burned from its entire body, the 
tiny daughter of Manuel Rias, a Por- 
tuguese living in Wildcat Canyon, was. 
removed last flight to the East Bay 
Sanitarium in Oakland, in the hope 
that some measures might be used to 
prolong or possibly save Its life. The 
.nfant fell into a tub of scalding 'jot 
water last Saturday and for three days 
has been kept in its parents' home, 
with but "little medical attention, the 
while it suffered, unquestionable, the 
tortures of the damned. 


The parents of the little one appar- 
ently are not sufficiently intelligent to 
be responsible for the outrage visit- 
ed upon the child, through, the lack of 
medical attention. 
They 
hoped to 
keep the child in their own home, and 
cure it of the frightful burns it had re- 
ceived, and only 
when 
the infant 
seemed at'out to die were they pre- 
vailed upon to send the babe to a 
sanitarium. 
The child's mother had prepared a 
tub of boiling hot water for cloties 
washing purposes last Saturday af- 
ternoon, and during her preparations 


stepped outside the honse for a few 
moments. While she' was out, the tod- 
.dling baby climbed upon a chair by 
the tub, slipped and 
fell, 
into the 
steaming hot water. Its cries of as- 
any brought the mother back to th-3 
room, and she snatched her- child from 
the water, while it screamed in 'pain. 
Dr. J. A. D. Hutton, a dentist of 
Berkeley happened to be attending a 
patient in the vicinity, and the parents 
of the burned child 
begged 
him to 
minister to the baby. 
He protested 
that he was a dentist and not a prac- 
ticing physician, but they could not 
understand the difference, apparently, 
and insisted that he treat tie little 
one. The dentist applied simple rem- 
edies, and urged .the parents to hasten 
the babe to a sanitarium at once, al- 
though 'even then Dr. Hutton believed 
that the child was fatally burned. Its 
flesh was in a frightful condition, the 
burns being so extensive as to cover 
almost the entire body. 
Dr. Hutton learned yesterday that 
the child had not yeY been given prop- 
er medical attention and 
was 
still 
alive. He then succeeded in persuad- 
ing the Portuguese parents to take the 
little one to a sanitarium. 
Its death 


is momentarily expected. -

DEEP SEA VISION. 


A French writer in a scientific mag- 
azine tells of the great ocean depths of 
28.000 to 30.000 feet, the temperature .tend- 
ing toward zero, tho perpetual darkness 
reigning below 'depths of about 1280 feet. 
At that level plants, deprived of light, 
cannot exist 
The animal life must be 
carnivorous. 
The organs of 'sight, not 
being used, have become atrophied and 
disappeared^ Yet there ;i Is light even in 
that sightless world. A: German explor- 
ing ship found a fish with enormous eyes 
at a depth of .6400 feet. * Phosphorescence 
is common in these hollows of the .sea. 
Sometimes special .organs .- flash light 
Sometimes-the phosphorescence Is caused 
by a mucous secretion on the surface, of 
the .animal. 
The crustacean chrysopn- 
orus has not only huge eyes, but luminous 
organs, "Including what ;are. in1 effect, a 
reflector and a ens. Certain cephalopods 
have actually been photographed by their 
own light. 
The luminous organs 
at- 
tached to the. eyes allow "the animal to 
see its prey 
The otheri isminoas organs 
may perhaps be a lure to the prey. The 
deep-sea life that swims, sees. The eye- 
less creatures are sedantry. and" do not 
need to see 
Thus even In that vast 
darkness, there is sufficiency of light.— 
Everybody's Magazine for July.

Scents a 
Danger 


BERKELEY. Jiily 6. — Professor W. 


L. Jepsom of the department of bot- 
any of the University, who is an ex- 
pert on tan oak, has been making ah 
investigation of the matter in Sonoma 
county. From his investigations he 
declares that the tanning industry in 
the State of California will not last a 
great many years more unless some 
attention is paid to conserving the tan 
oak trees and the ruthless destruction 
of the small timber stopped. 
Professor Jepson is a collaborator of 
the. Bureau of Forestry, and Is pre- 
paring a report ' to be submitted to 
that department. From his investiga- 
tions he declares that the tanning in- 
dustry is following the growth of the 
tan oak farther northward each year. 
As an evidence of this he cites the fact 
that a few years ago there were seven 
or eight tanneries in Santa Cruz. Now 
there Is only one. 
Some years ago 
there wa« a great quantity ot tan oak 
growing there, and now it is practical- 
ly denuded of that growth. 
> 
Professor' Jepson finds thai the tan 
oak does best and attains its greatest 
development in the redwood belt, and 
grows to considerable extent Just out- 
side the redwood timbers, forming a 
fringe, for the growth of those trees. 
He is interested in the extent and 
marketing of the bark, and suggests 
that only expert peelers be employed 
to strip the bark from the trees. This, 
he avers, will prevent much of the 
valuable bark being wasted. 
More 
regard should be given the younger 
growth of tan oak trees, as the sap- 
lings will soon have 'a great commer- 
cial value. The best bark Is obtained 
inches 
from trees between fourteen 
and three feet In diameter.

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 


ACCUSES CORPORATIONS FROM 


SHORE TO SHORE. 


WASHINGTON, July B—The Depart- 


ment of Agriculture has prepared papers 
in 1,200 suits to be brought against the 
railroads of the country asking that in 
each case a, fine of 5600 be assessed for 
violation of the so-called twenty-eight- 
hour law, providing for humans shipment 
of cattle 
Nearly every railroad from 


Maine to California la Involved. 


The suits will be filed in the Circuit 


Courts of the United States and judg- 
ments will be asked foi the benefit of 
the Fecferal treasury 


Evidence against the railroads Is so 


clear that the attorneys for many of 
the big companies have already begun 
negotiations with Secretary Wilson, with 
a view to having him agree to com- 
promises 


The law under which this wholesale 


suing is to be done has been on the 
books since 1873 but the railroads have 
never given it n.Jch thought and still 
less observance 
It 
requires 
railroad 


companies transporting cattle from one 
State to another to imloao>the animals 
after they have been In the cars twerty- 
(Sight hours feed and water them and 
gl\e them a rest of at least five hours 
Failure to complj with the la wis punish- 
able te a fine of from J100 to $600 


For many \ears two inspectors were 


engaged to ride on cattle trains 
They 


secured a few convictions but did not 
improve conditions 
The railroads paid 


the flnes and thought no Jnore about It 
It was impossible for inspectors to ride 
on every train 


A vear ago Secretary Wilson got a 


law adviser in George McCabe of Utah 
He knows the "cow country," and he in- 
stituted a system of investigation into 
the snipment of cattle 
The 1,600 in- 


spectors and taggers in the service of 
the Btueau of Animal Industry were told 
to take notes at the point of origin of 
big shipments of cattle, of the name of 
the shippei and the number of each car 
The inspectors and taggers at the feed- 
Ing stations were to lecord the numbers 
ot the cars unloaded at the stations and 
the men at the stock yards also took 
more notes, togethei with the time of 
the arrival of the various cars 


The notes were all sent here 
The 


time of each cattle train was figured 
out 
In a little more than six months 


evidence of about 1 200 violations was on 
file 
When Secretary Wilson was ready 


foi the railroad men ha suggested that 
they come to sse him 
They came and 


very soon many were ready to talk com- 
promise 
Most of the railroads have 


taken steps to prevent violations of the 
law In the future

NEW YORK , July 
1.—Although 


there was some evidence of a reaction- 
ary feeling during the closing days, 
the stock market during- the greater 
part of the week gave still further re- • 
sponse to the favorable technical situ- 
ation. This was particularly the case 
in regard to the standard securities 
and reflected to a measurable degree 
actual investments Jjy those about to 
receive their usual half yearly distri- 
butions on their securities. Such evi- 
dence o£ confidence was not at all 
singular. 
This year's July distribu- 


tions are between $5,000,000 and ?6.- 
000,000 in excess of those of last July, 
and there'is a very natural disposition 
under these circumstances to reinvest 
in the properties that have given such 
satisfactory results. 
Of the increases 
in the current disbursements railroad 
dividends have contributed about $1,- 
000,000; industrial dividends a'similar 
amount; railroad 
interest payments 


2% millions, and 
industrial 'interest 


payments about one-half million, the 
remainder being made up of smaller 
increases by the traction stocks, banks 
and other financial institutions. "While 
it is true that these payments have 
not yet reached the market, they are 
absolutely assured, and it seems, fair 
to assume that the actual reinvest- 
ments this week have to a considerable 
extent now been 
discounted. 
They 


certainly, have been discounted by the 
professional operators during the last 
three weeks; and these professional 
traders may be expected to show some 
energy in' their attempts to 
secure 
their profits by. selling- to investors. 
This is a feature meriting the con- 
sideration of traders in conducting op- 
erations during the immediate future; 
and suggests tie advisability'of proflt- 
taking on any further substantial ad- 
vances. -It is, of course, a feature quite 
distinct from the underlying factors in 
the.market, which remain satisfactory 
in nearly all particulars. 
•• 


The sudden appearance of gold ex- 
ports this week produced a momenta- 
ry hesitation in the upward movement,, 
but-their influence was soon expended. 
As a matter of fact, under, current con- 
ditions the efflux of the yellow metal 
should not be given too great promi- 
nence. 
It is .a seasonable movement, 


and is this year coincident ^cith an un- 
usually heavy volume of trans-Atlantic 
travel, involving not alone the large 
amount carried abroad toy tourists for 
their personal expenses, but also the 
payment of passage money in both di- 
rections, the return voyage- usually be- 
ing prepaid on this side in order to se- 
cure comfortable return accommoda- 
tions. This passage money, it should 
be understood, goes largely to for- 
eign steamship lines and in the ordi- 
nary course of business must be remit- 
ted either in the form of gold, or what 
amounts to the same thing, through 
the regular exchange market channels. 
It seems fair,-to.-assume that there will 
be aditional 'shipments of gold in the 
near 
future, 
especially 
as 
foreign 


banks are- offering inducements calcu- 
lated to show a profit in sending gold 
abroad, w.hjle the regular rates of ex- 
change from a foreign exchange stand- 
point do not justify such shipments. 
It is hardly probable, however, that 
the outward flow of"gold will assume 
unreasonable proportions. Exports of 
our products and manufactures 
are 
showing 
more and more 
favorably 


from month to month; and conditions 
warrant the view that this improve- 
ment will continue. 
One feature in 


this direction is that the exports of 
our agricultural products during the 
fiscal year that has just ended have 
been unsatisfactory as a result, of the 
short wheat crop. 
Wheat and flour 


during the greater part of the year 
have not been on an export basis—for- 
eign buyers purchasing their supplies 
in. competing markets at much lower 
figures 
than 
our- own home de- 


mand 
would 
permit. 
This 
is 


a 
situation, 
therefore, that 
with 
our 
exceptionally 
favorable 
agri- 
cultural prospects can hardly this year be 
repeated; and we may look for the ex- 
tinguishment of foreign -loans that, se- 
cured by Stock? Exchange collaterals, are 
now In this* market, to be accomplished 
through "fEe ordinary foreign exchange 
machinery rather than by direct remit- 
tances of gold. 
To this extent, there- 
fore, these loans may not be considered, 
a substantial factor in the money situa- 
tion. Another favorable .feature meriting 
consideration in connection with the 
supply of money during the next few 
months is the satisfactory improvement 
that has been shown by the'Government 
income account. 
This will permit Sec- 
retary Shaw to carry out his plan of 
allowing, the Government deposits to re- 
main in the banks during, the usual sea- 
son of monetary activity. The fiscal year 
ends much stronger, from a '.revenue 
standpoint , than was expected a 
few 
months ago, the expenflt-.ures- exceeding 
the revenue by less_ than ; 125,000,000, 
comparing with a deficit of $45,000,000 in 
round numbers the-preceding fiscal .year. 
The latter record Included the exceptional 
payment for the'JPanaroa Canal, but -the 
current showing is ^nevertheless satisfac- 
tory, not alone from the monetary supply 
influence fon the stock market, but also 
from thc'broader influence of tariff legis- 
lation, which will undoubtedly be a stock 
market influence in the autumn. With 
the improvement in revenue may be ex- 
pected a corresponding modification in 
the: demand- for the ^reconstruction of 
existing tariff schedules to ^an extent, that 
will permit the necessary increase in 
receipts to be obtained "by placing mod- 
erate- duties upon articles now on the 
free list, such as coffee, tea. etc. This, 
according to best •- Washington advices, 
seems the plan now; most favored; by;. t' 
administration's trusted advisers. ..
